Every private and public organization in the county, 
from church groups to American Legion, joined today in 
the gigantic task of rebuilding flood-ravaged Orange county, 
as damage tolls here climbed toward the $5,000,000 mark. 

The federal government was asked to lend immediate

Wire, Train, Bus 
Service Being Resumed 


Transportation and communica¬ 
tion facilities from Orange county 
to points outside were getting 
slowly back to normal today. 

Train service to the East was 
being resumed by all companies, 
although passengers from Santa 
Ana were being taken to Los An¬ 
geles by bus and then transported 
by the same vehicles to Barstow 
ami Indio to make connections 
with transcontinental trains. 

With hut few exceptions the 
two telegraph companies here 
were in touch with all other cities 
throughout the state and nation. 
Bus service to Los Angeles is on 
a regular schedule, although the 
Pacific Electric trains were not 
running this morning. 

By this evening the Southern 
California Telephone company 
hopes to put calls through to any 
part of Orange county and to 
outside towns. 

The Anaheim exchange, crippled 
the worst by the storm, had 600 
phones in service this morning, 
according to Dist. Mgr. Chester 
McDonald. 

At least three railroad compa¬ 
nies were using the Southern Pa¬ 
cific track t.o San Francisco ami 
service is reported slow because 
of the heavy load. 

The Union Pacific streamliner 
from the East was due in at Los 
Angeles this morning. Other 
trains on this line are expected 
some time today from Las Vegas 
and Yermo. 

Both telegraph companies here 
were taxed to capacity with in¬ 
coming and outgoing messages. 
Boy Scouts at Anaheim, Fuller¬ 
ton and other communities, work¬ 
ing under the American Reel Cross, 
were assisting the company in dis¬ 
tributing hundreds of telegrams. 

The Western Union, also del¬ 
uged by incoming telegrams, was 
rounding up as many hoys as pos¬ 
sible to distribute their messages 
Postal Telegraph was in touch 
with all parts of the state except 
Imperial valley. Western Union 
reported lines in service through¬ 
out the state.

SURVEY OF DAMAGE 
The board of supervisors was to 
meet this afternoon to hear re¬ 
sults of a survey of flood damage 
and relief needs. 

Estimates of damage and plans 
for a thorough survey were to be 
idiscussed at an emergency meet¬ 
ing of the Santa Ana Red Cross 
at city hall. Federal disaster 
workers were on the scene to take 
over administration of rehabilita¬ 
tion and relief measures. 

Terry E. Stephenson, In charge 
of fund-raising activities of the 
major disaster committee, issued 
an urgent call for "a large sum 
of money to meet Red Cross re¬ 
lief expenditures.” 

APPEAL ISSUED 

Federated Churchwomen of San¬ 
ta Ana, through Mrs. J. W. Mc- 
Cormac, president, issued a city¬ 
wide appeal for donations of cloth¬ 
ing, dishes, furniture and unper¬ 
ishable food to help meet the emer¬ 
gency.

Need for $100,000 
Indicated in Check-Up 


With its quota likely to ap¬ 
proach $100,000, the gigantic task 
of raising flood relief funds for 
the Red Cross was launched to¬ 
day by Terry Stephenson, chair¬ 
man of the Orange county chap¬ 
ter’s disaster und raising com¬ 
mittee. 

Stephenson issued a plea for 
immediate contributions and an¬ 
nounced checks or cash can be 
left at any bank or newspaper 
office or with any Red Cross of¬ 
ficial in Santa Ana or Orange. 

“Santa Ana and those other 
communities that escaped with¬ 
out damage have an especial 
duty,” Stephenson declared. “Con¬ 
tributions from residents of those 
places should he marked with ex¬ 
treme liberality as expressions of 
an understanding of the sorrows 
and losses that have fallen else¬ 
where.” 

The Red Cross, he said, “is un¬ 
dertaking to put stricken families 
on their feet, to get them setttled 
in their homes so they can go 
forward in a normal way.” 

The exact quota to be sought 
in Orange county has not been 
set, Stephenson said, but “it is 
likely to be many tens of thou¬ 
sand of dollars.”

LOS ANGELES. f/P) The toll 
of dead ami missing in Southern 
California’s most devastating flood 
soared over the 200 mark today 
as rehabilitation work continued in 
the stricken area. 

The latest cheek showed that 
the bodies of 104 victims have been 
found, 77 of which have been iden¬ 
tified. The number of missing ex¬ 
ceeded 100. 

'The death toll is expected to he 
considerably swelled. Surrounded 
by yellow flood waters are farm 
houses as yet inacessihle. The fate 
of the inhabitants is still a matter 
of guess work. 

The laborious, slow removel of 
thick carpets of flood silt and de¬ 
bris continues to swell the count 
of victims. 

Nor will the damage caused 
when prolonged, torrential rains 
caused Southern California's cus¬ 
tomarily thin, gentle rivers to 
swirl over their banks be esti-

VENTURA. UP) — One hundred 
families are still hornless in Ven¬ 
tura county, officials estimated to¬ 
day. They placed the loss un¬ 
officially in the county at $1,500,- 
000 . 

Three were known dead in the 
county. They were Eliseo Avala, 
Rancho Sespe worker, who fell 
into Lord creek Wednesday trying 
to rescue a companion who swam 
to shore; A1 Smith, 56, who died 
of a heart failure when his home 
was washed away in Plru canyon, 
and William McCarthy, 66, when 
his small home in Ventura was 
washed away. All three bodies 
were recovered. 


Bills Anticipate 
Floods in Future 


Mail from the outside world 
started creeping into Orange coun¬ 
ty today, most of it from Los An¬ 
geles and San Francisc o. 

Forty pouches of first class let¬ 
ters arrived late yesterday at the 
local postoffice by truck from Ix>s 
Angeles. Most of it v/as destined 
for Santa Ana; 10 sacks went to 
Orange and the remainder is be¬ 
ing distributed from the local of- 
fi< »• to Irvine, Dana Park, I^aguna 
Beach, Garden Grove, Westmin¬ 
ster, Midway Oity, Los Alamitos 
an<l Newport Beach. 

It. is reported other Orange coun¬ 
ty communities will receive ship¬ 
ments from Los Angeles today. 

At the same time about 25 
pouches of local letters were sent 
to Los Angeles, the first to leave 
here in four or five days. The bulk 
of letters from \jOH Angeles were 
regular first class mail with a 
smattering of special delivery. 
Some mail from the east was in 
the batch, but this had reached 
Los Angeles before train service 
between California ami the east 
was discontinued. 

Thousands of magazines due to 
arrive here the latter part of this 
week are delayed. 


WASHINGTON. (/P) — Bills be¬ 
fore congress today proposed 
measures to prevent recurrence of 
the costly Los Angeles flood. 

The bills by Representatives 
Scott and Dockweiller (Ds., Calif.) 
would authorize a flood-control 
survey of Los Angeles and Ven¬ 
tura counties and reconstruction, 
with adequate clearance, of 
bridges across the Los Angeles 
flood control channel. 


WASHINGTON. (/P> With but 
two exceptions, cabinet officers 
who took office with President 
Roosevelt, were on hand to give a 
dinner last night honoring the 
fifth anniversary of his first in¬ 
auguration. 

The two subsequently appointed 
members among the hosts were 
Secretary of War Wood ring and 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgan- 
t hiu i.

CHICAGO. UP) The middle 
west, burdened with sleet, rain, 
glaze and fog, welcomed the 
weather man's forecast today of 
crisper temperatures for most of 
the region. 

A falling mercury was expected 
to dispel heavy mists over a broad 
area and permit resumption of 
air traffic, curtailed in the last 
several hours. Fog settled over 
Chicago and extend into Wiscon¬ 
sin, Michigan and Indiana.

A purse of $20,000 was offered 
the second-place horse, $10,000 to 
third and $5000 for fourth. In 
addition, the Jockey club makes a 
special gift of $10,000 to the win¬ 
ner trainer. Since the runner-up 
money was doubled after 1936, the 
No. 1 horse does not win as much 
as Azucar did in 1935 when he 
collected $108,400, or Top Row in 
1936 at $104,600.

He immediately started writing 
"papers," however, expressing his 
gratitude and blessings. He didn't 
even reiterate his demand to have 
the government turned over to 
him, expressed for the past three 
weeks to county supervisors. 

H. H. H. H. H. has been a 
prophet around these parts for 
several years. This, however, was 
the first time he had been plucked 
from a limb. Taken to the Amer¬ 
ican Legion hall, he became the 
center of attention for other drip¬ 
ping, hungry refugees. 

GOOD STEW 

"This,” he said, his beard wag¬ 
ging, “is very fine stew.” 

Then he wrote two letters, one 
addressed to “whom it may con¬ 
cern,” the other not addressed at 
all. Here’s one: 

“As a matter of record, in my 
prophetic capacity, I would re¬ 
quest to all men, to know, that 
one of the most wonderful rescues 
from the effect of the flood, was 
performed by the men of Santa 
Ana, names unknown at this time, 
when they took me, by boat, from 
a perch on an eucalyptus tree 
standing in this vicinity, where 
my person was marooned from 
the beginning of the flood about 
4 a, m.—to the time of rescue with 
ropes, lifeboat and horses, the men 
braved the effect of the torrent 
that was digging up fences, up¬ 
rooting trees, and carrying in its 
flow, buildings and appurtenances.

WASHINGTON. </P) Represent¬ 
ative Wadsworth (R., N. Y.) told 
the house the undistributed profits 
tax was a product of “council* of 
desperation” and had 4 restricted 
and handicapped the progress to¬ 
ward recovery.” 

Starting the second day's debate 
on the tax revision bill, the New 
Yorker said the fallacy underlying 
the undistributed profits levy is 
that it "constitutes an attack upon 
and a discouragement of saving 
in business.” 

A penalty on savings, he said, 
reverses the normal operation of 
business men and denies in theory 
all they have been taught. 

SHOCK TO BUSINESS 

“That,” Wadsworth continued, 
“has done more to shock the busi¬ 
ness men of America than any 
other one thing. 

"The law says in effect you 
shall not save all you think nec¬ 
essary for the salvation of your 
business and the payment of debts, 
unless you pay a tax on it. That 
is fundamental heresy of the worst 
sort.” 

Leaning back on the official 
stenographers’ desk, Wadsworth 
spoke so quietly that some mem¬ 
bers could not catch his words. 

The present depression, he de¬ 
clared, might be described as one 
in which tfto participants, headed 
by their leader, "have been pio¬ 
neers in a super-gorgeous spend¬ 
ing program.” 

‘BKAH liY TAIL’ 

The administration, he added, 
has been trying to spend its way 
out and given no indication that 
heavy expenditures will he de¬ 
creased materially. 

“The country,” Wadsworth said, 
“is now launched on a campaign 
to repair the damage that has 
be*-n done by previous measures. 
We are paying that penalty until 
we revise our policies. 

‘ But the chief executive has a 
bear by the tail and can’t let go.”

Operators worked continuously 
from midnight straight on through 
at full force, broadcasting warn¬ 
ings, disseminating information, 
carrying reassurances to relatives, 
from the moment the flood broke 
loose Wednesday night. 

Hundreds of calls went through 
to Anaheim in the few hours be¬ 
fore that city was flooded: 

“The sheriff has requested us 


to notify you to move out of your 
home!” 

Continuous warnings from the 
flood control department, sheriff’s 
office and police departments were 
broadcast as far as possible. 

Yesterday within a few short 
hours after 8 a. m., the switch¬ 
board at the local office was 500 
calls behind on the Los Angeles 1 
circuit. Only four trunks out of 
a normal 50 were working. Shortly 
before noon the company refused 
to accept any more calls, and a 
staff of 25 long distance operators 
began clearing away the accumu¬ 
lated slips.

SERMONETTE 


(ON THIS WEEK’S CHURCH .SCHOOL LESSON)

Following Jesus’ visit to the Gada- 
renes which we noted last week, and 
their asking Him to leave their country 
after the loss of theii hogs, He and His 
disciples returned to Nazareth. This 
was the place of His childhood training 
and early manhood, and no doubt it had 
been His custom when He lived there to 
attend services of teaching and worship 
on the Sabbath. (In passing, we all rec¬ 
ognize* Him to be our great example and 
is not this a good example to follow?) 
So, as usual, He attended service, and 
evidently was invited to speak for we 
read in Mark 6 that He began to teach 
in the synagogue. No doubt He selected 
a portion from the Old Testament scrip¬ 
tures and followed the reading with a 
clear and unctuous interpretation and 
application of the reading. 

Jesus may have taken part in the 
synagogue in other years, but now it is 
different. There is now that about His 
message that astonishes. The differ¬ 
ence is recognized and they acknowledge 
the greatness of His wisdom, saying, 
"From whense hath this man these 
things?” But instead of following out 
the premises to its correct conclusion 
that He is the One sent from God and 
their Messiah, they ask, “Is this not the 
carpenter?” This question still exists 
today as regards us. Back home, I am

still Dan Thorne’s boy. You are still 
the little Jones girl or the Smith hoy or 
the delivery boy even though we have 
now matured with the years. 

This condition is explained by Jesus 
as a natural human trait: “A prophet is 
not without honor, but in his own coun¬ 
try, and among his own kin, and in his 
own house.” Briefly the things that 
hindered the work of Jesus were unbe¬ 
lief, prejudice and criticism. Unbelief 
makes it impossible for Him to do for us 
that which He otherwise would do. 


Prejudice Is a great foe to the best 
things in life. Criticism and analyzation 
are usually freely given. By it these 
people lost the life and beauty of the 
message of Jesus, just so the botanist 
who once found a lovely flower by the 
roadside. He tore it apart and analyzed 
every part, but the life and fragrance 
of the flower were gone. Jesus did what 
He could for these people in spite of 
their attitude, but they missed the real 
help they might have received from 
Him. 

* * * 

In this same chapter we read where 
Jesus sent out the 12 disciples on a home 
missionary tour. They had been with 
Him, now they were to learn by doing. 
Because of limited space, briefly let us 
note how they went out to serve with 
what they had. First, He sent them 
out two by two. He knew they would 
need companionship, that nothing in the 
hour of adversity is so valuable as a 
good trusty friend. Next, they took a 
staff as an aid in walking and a weapon 
against wild animals. Some say "Trust 
God.” Yes, but He gave us some sense 
to use along with it. Finally, let us note 
that they were not burdened down with 
excess baggage. In our journey, let us 
be careful that we are not loaded down 
with non-essentials.

KANSAS’ WINTER WHEAT . . . 

Abilene, Kansas, in the 1860's 
was a sprawling little cow town 
dropped in the middle of a vast 
rolling prairie. Near the Western 
terminus of the Kansas Pacific 
Railroad, Abilene depended upon 
Texas cattle driven in over the 
famous Chisholm Trail for its 
existence. 

First mayor of Abilene was 


Theodore C. Henry, a land agent 
and, at heart, a practical farmer. 
Henry held the mayoralty post for 
18 months, from i860 to 1871. He 
realized that Abilene’s prosperity 
was a false one—that it depended 
upon the Texas cattle shipments. 

One day the, railroads would 
send tracks down into Texas and 
the old Chisholm Trail would 
cease to exist, Abilene likewise. 


As mayor, Henry openly advocated 
extensive agriculture in the rich 
prairie land the town was built on, 
but the two-fisted cattlemen ridi¬ 
culed his Idea. 

Henry, in the summer of 1870, 
sensed an impending erash in the 
eattle market. From daily exam¬ 
ination of market reports from 
Minnesota he saw' winter wheat 
topped the Chicago grain market.

F. D. R. BEGINS 
SIXTH YEAR IN 
WHITE HOUSE 

WASHINGTON. (^>1—President 
P.oosevelt’s administration began 
its sixth year yesterday in an at¬ 
mosphere of unhurried calm vast¬ 
ly different from the tense, hectic 
days which followed the 1933 in¬ 
auguration. 

In contrast to the bulging port¬ 
folios of emergency legislation 
rushed through congress during 
the banking crisis, the senate and 
house now are working leisurely I 
on only four major items: 

1. Tax revision, including modi¬ 
fication of business levies. 

2. A billion-dollar naval expan¬ 
sion program. 

3. Creation of wage-hour stand¬ 
ards. 

4. Reorganization of the 135 
government agencies. 

MONOPOLY STUDY 

Furthermore, leaders said they 
did not expect additional proposals 
at this session. A forthcoming 
presidential message probably will 
recommend a study of monopolies 
with a view to 1939 revision of the 
anti-trust laws. 

Mr. Roosevelt took note of the 
anniversary by arranging a spe¬ 
cial service at historic St. John's 
Episcopal church. He invited cab- 
| inet members to join him, just 
as they did on that bleak morn¬ 
ing five years ago to “humbly ask 
the blessing of God" in the ardu¬ 
ous days ahead. 

NO FANFARE 

This time, there was no fanfare. 
No crowds braved the raw weath¬ 
er to throng the park between the 
church and the White House. 

I The state department—scene of 
some of the admintsration's grav¬ 
est recent problems—recognized 
the anniversary in a memorandum 
declaring that “peace is the cor¬ 
nerstone of the foreign policy of 
the United States."

LOS ANGELES. UP !—California 
oranges and lemons were lower 
during the past week in eastern 
and middle western auction 
markets. 

California orange volume was 49 
cars higher to a total of 299 cars 
due to the special market week. 
The price on California navel or¬ 
anges dropped 19 cents per box 
to make an auction average of 
$2.65. 

California lemons were off three 
cents to an auction average of 
$4.15 with the volume dipping one 
car to a total of 93. 

No prorate was set for next 
week by the growers advisory 
committee due to the inability of 
members to get into town from 
flooded areas. To date there is 
no acceptance estimate on citrus 
damage from flood waters. 

In Pacific coast markets or¬ 
anges and lemons were firm to 
slightly higher, the Rederal-State 
Market news service reported to¬ 
day. Arrivals of oranges in Port¬ 
land, Los Angeles, San Francisco 
ami Seattle were higher but a lit¬ 
tle lighter on lemons. 

The California Fruit Growers 
exchange reports on both private 
and auction sales markets for the 
week as follows:

A bouquet to Harry Edwards, veterans and 
Red Cross official, for his valuable work and 
leadership in rescue, relief and. rehabilitation. 
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Every Shoulder at the Wheel 

As the flood waters recede, Orange county and its 
neighbors face a grim task of rehabilitating millions of 
dollars worth of damaged or destroyed public and pri¬ 
vate property. 

Of prime consideration to the general public comes 
the restoration of bridges, highways, public buildings and 
parks wiped out or injured by the raging waters. 

This job is squarely up to the various federal, state, 
county and city governments within their jurisdictions. 

Uncle Sam can be of aid by launching WPA rehabili¬ 
tation projects immediately, placing crews at work in re¬ 
pairing public property. 

This type of relief will serve a double purpose, pro¬ 
viding not only for flood rehabilitation, but also for the 
employment of hundreds of jobless citizens who need pay¬ 
checks to keep themselves and families from idleness and 
destitution. 

The Journal has already telegraphed Rep. Harry 
Sheppard in Washington urging that he use his influence 
to speed establishment of this type of project. 

The state of California can help if, at the special ses¬ 
sion of the legislature scheduled for Monday, it makes 
an immediate and liberal appropriation for a rehabilitation 
program. 

Assemblymen Clyde Watson and Thomas Kuchel have 
contacted Governor Merriam on this point, asking that 
an adequate sum be set aside for use in the four worst 
smitten counties—Orange, Los Angeles, Riverside and San 
Bernardino. 

It is important that state money be allocated for this 
vital emergency. There is not enough cash in the regular 
budget to handle the need, and the state has always been 
generous in granting relief to disaster sufferers in central 
and northern Ca'ifornia. 

As for county and city governments, they are already 
on the job with the nucleus of a comprehensive program. 
Roads and street crews are busy at present mopping up 
and will swing into reconstruction work as soon as pos¬ 
sible. ^The state highway maintenance department is also 
hard at work. 

If they handle the task with the same efficiency and 
vigor that has characterized the rescue and relief activity 
to date, there will be no delay about it. 

Private owners who have lost in the flood will have 
to recover largely on their own, no doubt. Although 
there has been enormous damage to homes, groves and 
merchants’ stocks in some localities, the loss is pretty well 
spread around. To these unfortunate fellow citizens go 
the sympathy and assistance of all who can help, including 
funds from the Red Cross and other assisting groups. 

Because of the fact that no major private industry 
under single control seems to have been handicapped by 
the flood, here at least, it may be possible that our sec¬ 
tor will not have to avail itself of the disaster loan fund 
extension just authorized by President Roosevelt. This 
money will be available if a survey shows it is needed, 
however. 

Orange county will not remain mired down for long. 
Every shoulder will be at the wheel straining at the task 
of full and quick rehabilitation. 

A new word is born — “Nazification.” More 
strikes may yet give us — “Sitdovmification.” But 
we are on the side of the people who shorten things 
by using capital letters.
